Reality 
may be obscured to the sick or feeble- 
minded in certain circumstances, but 
deception is a poor evidence of friend- 
ship.

face of the enemy dare to consider and 
concede their strength. Knowing his 
plan of battle, we can better arrange 
our forces for his defeat; rightly .esti- 
mating his strength, we can better pro- 
vide to meet It. The prohibition fight 
henceforth will be nation-wide, and 
contemplates writing into the National 
Constitution a prohibition of the man- 
ufacture and sale of all alcoholic bev- 
erages. To accomplish this result 
will require the ratification of 36 out 
of the 48 states in the Union. Of 
these nine are already in line through 
state prohibition: 
Maine, Kansas, 


West Virginia. The last five have b'een- 
North Dakota, Oklahoma, Mississippi, 
Georgia, Tennessee, North Carolina, 
added within a period of six years. In 
addition* to these there are 18 states 
in which a major part of the people 
live in territory made dry by local op- 
tion, in which we may be assured pro- 
hibition sentiment predominates. If 
the people in these states who are op- 
posed to the liquor traffic demand It, 
their legislatures will undoubtedly rat- 
ify a national amendment. 


"The most influential 
argument 


against prohibition is that it is not 
effective; that prohibition don't pro- 
hibit.' This Is not base or moral; the 
fact of failure to enforce Is no argu- 
ment against even the expediency, 
much less against the moral issue in- 
volved. Ultimately all questions must 
be settled by moral standards; only 
In this way can mankind be saved 
from self-effacement.

That this condition 
is inherently and Inevitably necessary 
we do not believe, but It has come to 
be a fact, and the public which is to 
pass on the matter In Its final analy 
sis, believes anything bad that any 
body can tell it of the liquor business 
Why?

(From Daytona Quette-Newi) 


For the first time in the history Of 


Florida, a moonlight Sight wag made 
last night by Miss Ruth Law, the fam- 
ous birdwoman. In her aeroplane, tram 
the beach In front of the Clarendon ho- 
tel. Miss Lav made the ascent at 9:3o 
o'clock and remained In the air tor at 
least 25 minutes, attaining an altitude 
of 2,900 feet, traveling as far as Or- 
mond and return twice before alight- 
Ing. The thrilling flight was a sudden 
'affair, not having been announced until 
a few minutes before the ariatrix went 
aloft. The night being almost as light 
as day and the atmospheric condition 
ideal, Miss Law decided to give the 
guests at the* Clarendon an unusual 
treat, and quickly artanged for the ma- 
chine to be made ready for a flight. 
The people at the hotel were notified 
of Miss Law's intention of making the 
flight and they at once gathered on 
the verandas and on the beach. 


Soon,after Miss Law left the ground 


she was lost In the shadow of clouds 
and for almost five minutes only the 
noise made by the buzz of the motor of 
the aeroplane could be heard and a 
moment later this was indistinct. This 
furnished a thrill for those on the 
beach to witness the flight they will 
long remember. Many of them showed 
uneasiness for the safety of the brave 
little woman, thinking possibly some- 
thing had gone wrong. 
However, a 


few minutes later the craft was seen 
soaring in the moonlight several hun- 
dred feet above the waters of-the great 
Atlantic. 


After circling in the light of the 


moon for several minutes, Miss Law 
dipped her machine several hundred 
feet 
and 
then 
very 
gracefully 


climbed to a high altitude and again 
was lost for several minutes. At 9:50 
she was seen flying out over the water 
and after giving several exhibitions 
of fancy flying, turned the nose of the 
aeroplane to shore and made a pretty 
and safe landing. 


It was indeed a thrilling spectacle to 


see the aircraft darting before the 
light of the silvery moon, thousands of 
feet above the roaring ocean water. 
At times Miss Law was at least a half 
mile from shore, some times visible 
and at other times lost In the dark- 
ness. The exhibition is the first of 
many moonlight flights she intends 
to make during the season at the 
Clarendon. 
In addition 
to, these 


flights she will carry passengers on 
the various trips. Night flying is the 
very latest in aviation and Miss Law 
is the first woman to ever make one.

JOHNS RIVER ROUTE 


DAYTONA, NEW SMYRNA AND 


OTHER CITIES WERE REPRE- 


SENTED AT GATHERING IN ST. 


AUGUSTINE. 


ST. AUGUSTINE, Feb. 
6.— With 


delegations 
from 
Daytona, 
New 


Smyrna and other cities on the East 
Coast present the Chamber of Com- 
merce met Wednesday night for pur- 
pose of taking action that will result 
in reconsideration of the route recom- 
mended by the United States engin- 
eers for the government Inland water- 
way, or canal down the peninsula of 
Florida. As has been before pub- 
lished the engineers have recom- 
mended that the inland route after it 
reaches Florida, or rather Jackson- 
ville, follow the St. Johns river to a 
point opposite Tltusvllle, and that a 
canal be cut between these points. 
This route would leave the stretch of 
East Coast from Jacksonville to Ti- 
tusvllle out altogether. Should the 
government control the canal it will 
be free, whereas if under private con- 
trol toll will be charged. A toll canal, 
of course, "would have no chance in 
competition with a free route, and 
the East Coast would lose all of the 
small craft that now, or hereafter 
would desire to come here. 
Govern- 


ment ownership would mean a wider 
and deeper canal, and the mainten- 
ance of the same in first-class condi- 
tion all the time. These were the 
points brought out Wednesday night 
after the matter had been presented 
to the meeting.

ed. He dwelt on the advantage se- 
ured In lower freight rates and 
trongly urged that it was to the in- 
erest of the entire East Coast to 
ave the East Coast canal taken 'over 
y the United States government.

BY THE LIQUOR BUSINESS.

The Anti-Saloon League 
and Woman's Chrtitlan Temperance 
Union have withstood the railings of 
many, point* out Th* Chrtulan Work 
and Evangelist (New York), but their 
efforts to amend the Constitution of 
the United Statai to that the manufac- 
ture, sale and Importation of liquor 
shall b« prohibited it taken a* no joke 
by th« liquor InttrwU. A liquor deal-

ot th* downfall ot the liquor 


trade." Their "betrayal of tear" IB no 
longer masked, and their leading jour- 
nal calls upon the liquor dealers to 
prepare their defense,' for their day ot 
trial is frankly at hand. In these 
words the liquor dealers' journal pre- 
sents what It avers Is "a truthful 
statement" of how matters stand pub- 
licly on this question: 


"It is. always best for normal people 


to look at things as they are. Reality 
may be obscured to the sick or feeble- 
minded in certain circumstances, but 
deception is a poor evidence of friend- 
ship. Partisanship with blinded eyes 
only leads the way to ruin, and self- 
deception is -the worst of all. Let us 
look at things as they are, and in the 
face of the enemy dare'to consider and 
concede their strength. Knowing his 
plan of battle, we can better arrange 
our forces for his defeat; rightly .esti- 
mating his strength, we can better pro- 
vide to meet It. The prohibition fight 
henceforth will be nation-wide, and 
contemplates writing into the National 
Constitution a prohibition of the man- 
ufacture and sale of all alcoholic bev- 
erages. To accomplish this result 
will require the ratification of 36 out 
of the 48 states in the Union. Of 
these nine are already in line through 
state prohibition: 
Maine, Kansas, 


West Virginia. The last five have b'een- 
North Dakota, Oklahoma, Mississippi, 
Georgia, Tennessee, North Carolina, 
added within a period of six years. In 
addition* to these there are 18 states 
in which a major part of the people 
live in territory made dry by local op- 
tion, in which we may be assured pro- 
hibition sentiment predominates. If 
the people in these states who are op- 
posed to the liquor traffic demand it, 
their legislatures will undoubtedly rat- 
ify a national amendment.

FAMOUS AVIATRIX GAVE FIRST 


EXHIBITION 
OF 
FLYING 


NIGHT EVER MADE IN 


STATE. 


(From Daytona Qaiette-Newg) 


For the first time In the history Of 


Florida, a moonlight flight wag made 
last night by Miss Ruth Law, the fam- 
ous birdwoman. In her aeroplane, from 
the beach In front of the Clarendon ho- 
tel. Miss Law/nade the ascent at 9-3o 
o'clock and remained in the air for at' 
least 25 minutes, attaining an altitude 
of 2,900 feet, traveling as far as Or- 
mond and return twice before alight 
ing. The thrilling flight was a sudden 
'affair, not having been announced until 
a few minutes before the aviatrix went 
aloft. The night being almost as light 
as day and the atmospheric condition 
Ideal, Miss Law decided to give the 
guests at the' Clarendon an unusiial 
treat, and quickly ananged for the ma- 
chine to be made ready for a flight 
The people at the hotel were notified 
of Miss Law's intention of making the 
flight and they at once gathered on 
the verandas and on the beach. 


Soon, after Miss Law left the ground 


she was lost In the shadow of clouds 
and for almost five minutes only the 
;oise made by the buzz of the motor of 
the aeroplane could be heard and a 
moment later this was indistinct. This 
urnlshed a thrill for those on the 
ieach to witness the flight they will 
ong remember. Many of them showed 
ineasiness for the safety of the brave 
ittle woman, thinking possibly some- 
hing had gone wrong.

ew minutes later the craft was seen 
oaring in the moonlight several hun- 
red feet above the waters of-the great 
.tlantte. 
After circling in the light of the 
loon for several minutes, Miss Law 
ipped her machine several hundred

At 9:50 
lie was seen flying out over the water

It was indeed a thrilling spectacle to 
e the aircraft darting before the 
ht of the silvery moon, thousands of 


feet above the roaring ocea'n water. 
At times Miss Law was at least a half 
mile from shore, some times visible 
and at other times lost In the dark- 
ness. The exhibition is the first of 
many moonlight flights she intends 
to make during the season at the 
Clarendon. 
In addition 
to. these 


flights she will carry passengers on 
the various trips. Night flying is the 
very iatest in aviation and Miss Law 
1s the first woman to ever make one.
